They 
are susceptible to all sorts of diseases 
and rickets is very likely to be an after 
effect of other diseases. Premature 
babies are poor machines at best and 
rickets is likely to develop in a poor 
machine.

ARMERS in the Chicago territory 

in thelr pure milk fight in co- 
operation with the city’s health 
authorities, distributors, and con- 
sumers believe they have found a prac- 
tical and fair solution of their jumbled

Testing cattle for tuberculosis is only 
one of the steps in the production and 
distribution of wholesome milk which 
passes through a complicated distribut- 
ing machine. It is a gigantic task to 
put pure bottled milk on the doorstep 
of 3,000,000 people each day when the 
milk is produced by more than 300,000 


trouble comes because the milk passes 
through the hands of about 500 dealers, 
is put through 397 pasteurization 
plants, and is hauled to homes in ap- 
proximately 4,000 wagons. | 
Views of Test 

Opponents of the tuberculin test tena- 
clouasly held to the theory that Chica- 
goans were being protected because all 
the milk, excepting certified milk, was 
pasteurized. It is true that milk prop- 
erly pasteurized is free from disease 
producing germs, but much of Chica- 
go’s milk had never been properly 
pasteurized until the war on impure 


gust of 1923, showed that out of 624 
samples of milk gathered in various 
parts of the city 39 per cent con- 
tained more than 100,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimefer, the minimum require- 
ment of the city ordinance. Ten and 
a half per cent of the samples con- 
tained more than 500,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. The test clearly in- 
dicated that the entire batch of raw 
milk not pasteurized properly and 
that was danger of tuberculosis 
and other diseases being cgrried by the 
milk that had not been heated to a 
temperature of 145 degrees Fahrenheit 
and held for thirty minutes—the pas- 
teurization requirements. 

Health department officials with «a 
limited force of eight inspectors tried 
to make distributors live up to the or- 
dinance. Most distributors tried to, but 
rit was impossible, as was revealed a 
few months ago.

Its banal ceremonials have somehow offended them, its the- 
ology has revolted them, its consecrated. men have aroused 
their suspicions. So they head for the Bad Lands the moment 
they are free, and their souls, by premature and injudicious 
efforts to save them, are only put into peril. I believe that 
the Old Testament, taught to children, has sent more Ameri- 
cans to hell than even necking or the cigaret.

Here I speak by the book, and out of my own hard expe- 
rience and that of other highly respectable and virtuous men. 
My father was surely not pious, but I was noisy in infancy | 
as in old age, and he liked to snooze on Sunday, and so he 
apprenticed me to acquaintance who kept a Sunday 
| school, This Sunday school belonged to one of the evan- 
gelical denominations @nd was typical of its kind. I sat in 
it for five or six years and acquired many thin of value— 
for example, a wide and affectionate familiarity h old time 
Gospel hymns. I know all of them yet, and am glad of 
it, for they are hearty and amusing, and I believe that if any 
genuinely American music ever arises among us it will come 
out of them. 

But I was also instructed in morals and theology, and 
here I soon ran aground. The teachers told off to belabor me 
were all manifestly idiots, even to the eyes of a boy of 10. 
Their ethichl precepts, if I had accepted them, would have 
made me a Y. M. C. A. secretary, which I was certainly not 
eager to be. Their theology was so childish and so full of 
plain holes that not a boy in my class ever took it seriously. 
Like the rest, I listened politely, but, like the rest, I let it 
go in one ear and out the other. The net result of this 
instruction was that, at the age of 12, I was a violent athe 
ist, and so were most of the other boys. Hell was not a 
horror to us, but a joke. 

It took me years of experience and suffering in this world 
to recover my natural human fear of it. Even today I often 
find myself harboring doubts about it. And even worse 
doubts about the rest of Protestant theology. It is hard for 
me, in fact, to contemplate a theologian with a candid and 
impartial eye. He is somehow disgusting to me, and when 
the chance offers to plant a hoof in his pantaloons I find 
myself tempted damnably. This is prejudice, and hence offen- 
sive to me, a man who loves justice. But I refuse to take 
the blame. I was poisoned in Sunday school.

acter but simply from a dummy that serves as the 
mouthpiece of a ventriloquial stage writer. It relies 
for laughter solely upon itself; what has gone before 
whether in dialogue or character, drawing or dra- 
atic action or what not, is utterly immaterial. It 
may be isolated from its context and, unlike true 
comedic humor, lose nothing in the process."And ft 
is today the worst handicap under which American 
comedy writing is Aaboring.

portant as the future, that life ought 
not to be a straight line but a series 
of ups and downs, and that moments 
of ecstasy are the finest moments and 
the summits of existence.” 

Wherefore to Mr. Osgood jazz is as 
much as anything a state of mind, 
and on such lines he analyzes and ex- 
pounds that state’s music. Taking a 
rapid historical course through rag- 
time, spirituals, and blues, he finally 
reaches the jazz orchestra and the 
anatomy of jazz orchestration. Some 
of his most interesting items are re- 
productions of scores made by Ferdie 
Grofe for Paul te. mg s orchestra.

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
idea has been génerally discounted, it 
new appears to be Marconi's opinion 
against the field that some day broad- 
casting waves may be used for the 
transmission of power through the air 
without the use of wires or cables. Sug- 
‘gested by the development of his beam 
‘transmission between Montreal and 
London, Marconi, who cathe about as

may be sufficiently magnified to drive 
distant factories. 

Up to the present time, the idea has 
not found many backers because the 
estimated strength of a radio wave 
sent through the air by the most pow- 
erful broadcasting station is only a 
small per cent of the power which 
might be exerted by a fly or other 
small insect.

It was not only the severe penalties of the law 
that for a long period these scattered few dared face, 
but the disdain of their neighbors, as well. They 
were greatly in the minority in many communities, 
and the public at large was either unwilling or 
unable to distinguish between a desire for abolition 
and the advocacy of fusion of the white and black 
races. Consequently violators of the fugitive slave 
lawe—these Underground Railroad “agents” and 
“conductors ”— heard themselves called “ nigger- 
ites” and “nigger thieves” and were obliged to 
withstand endless taunts and insults. | 


But the abolitionists considered that a govern- 


ment stooping to the task of slave catching violated 
all ideas of decency, national dignity, and consist- 


ency. They pointed to the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence, and to the slave owner’s “ Servants, obey 
your masters” they quoted: “Do not deliver unto 
his master the servant that hath escaped.” 

It seems plain that slavery would never have van- 
ished -as an institution if the passing of laws for its 
protection had been all that was necessary to save 
it. By the enactment of the first fugitive slave law 
in 1793 the aiding of fugitive slaves became a penal 
cffense. The measure laid a fine of $500 upon any 
one harboring escaped slaves or preventing their 
errest. And the law was violated from the begin- 
ning by persons who thought it unjust. 

And éo in 1850 the drastic law was 
one that we are apt to think of entirely in this later 
day in connection with causes of the civil war. 
Under this act any person hindering the arrest of a 
fugitive or attempting the rescue of a fugitive was 
liable to a fine of $1,000 or six months’ imprison- 
ment and was also liable to civil damages. 

The arrest and removal of a fugitive slave was to 
be granted to the claimant by the United States 
commigsioner, the courts, or the judge of the proper 
circuit, district, or county. The refusal of the United 
States marshal or hie deputies to execute a commis- 
sioner’s certificate involved a fine of one thousand 
dollars, and failure to prevent the escape of the 
Negro after the arrest made the marshal liable, on 
his official bond, for value of the slave. , 
Commissioners were given the authority to 
mon posses and “all good citizens.” were “com- 


manded to aid and assist in the prompt and efficient’ 


execution ” of the law. In all cases where the pro- 
ceedings took place before a commissioner he was 
“entitled to a fee of ten dollars in full for his serv- 
ices,” providing that a warrant for the fugitive’s 
arrest was issued; if, however, the fugitive was dis- 
ee i was entitled to five dollars 
The law was severe enough, but its effect was 
quite contrary to what its framers had intended. 
The injustice of the law aroused active opposition 
from many who hitherto had been apathetic con- 
cerning the whole agitation against slavery.
